3. GHANA CLEARLY HAS HIGH HOPES THAT VISIT WILL RESULT IN 
PRYING LOOSE SOME INVESTMENT AND ASSISTANCE MONEY FROM IRAN 
WITH MINERAL EXPLORATION HIGH ON THE LIST OF WANTS. SO 
OBVIOUSLY WAS THIS GOAL FOR GHANA THAT ACHEAMPONG MADE IT THE 
MAJOR SUBJECT OF HIS TOAST AT STATE BANQUET: ' OIL PRODUCING

4. EXTRACURRICULAR ACTIVITIES FOLLOWED MUCH THE SAME

5. VISIT WENT WELL SOCIALLY AND RECEIVED FAIRLY HIGH LEVEL OF 
PUBLICITY, BUT IT REMAINS MORE THAN DOUBTFUL THAT GHANA'S 
EXPECTATIONS OF SUBSTANTIAL ASSISTANCE WILL BE MET. 
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
